Dix o n Po lice d isclo sed to d ay that p art o f the seizu re 
which to o k p lace Mo nd ay at Lo t 127, Chateau Estates in 
Dix o n, inclu d ed d ru gs mailed to that ad d ress fro m Mer­ 
ced es, Tex . 
Co ncealed within the co nfiscated p arcel was a brick o f 
m ariju ana believ ed to be o f a better grad e than that o b­ 
tained fro m No rthern Illino is. The p ackage co ntained 
d ishes and a large bo x with p ecans in their shell. Und er­ 
neath the p ecans was co ncealed the brick o f m ariju ana. 
Po lice say mo thballs were also p laced in the p ackage, ap ­ 
p arently to co v er the o d o r o f the m ariju ana. 
The co ntents o f the p ackage hav e been fingerp rinted 
and the inv estigatio n no w inv o lv es United States p o stal 
au tho rities and the Fed eral Dru g Enfo rcement Ad minis­ 
tratio n who se ju risd ictio n co v ers the interstate mo v ement 
o f illegal d ru gs. 
Au tho rities in Merced es, Tex ., ad v ised the Dix o n d e­ 
p artment that they hav e also been co nd u cting an inv esti­ 
gatio n co ncerning so me o f the p erso ns inv o lv ed . 
Dix o n Po lice Chief Earl Kelchner said the search and 
arrest Mo nd ay was the resu lt o f sev eral weeks inv estiga­ 
tio n by his d etectiv es. Elo y , Mario and Bev erly Islas, 
charged with p o ssessio n o f the mariju ana Mo nd ay , will 
ap p ear Thu rsd ay in circu it co u rt fo r p reliminary hearing. 
The p o lice were able to o btain and ex ecu te a search 
w arrant Mo nd ay after d eliv ery o f the p ackage bu t befo re 
the p arcel co u ld be o p ened by any o ne at the resid ence.

o n to d ay anno u nced a co nd itio nal accep tance 
o f the fact-find er’s rep o rt su bmitted to the 
bo ard and to the Dix o n Teachers Asso ciatio n 
Oct. 3 in attem p ts to settle a teachers co ntract 
fo r 19 75-76 . 
At a mo rning p ress co nference, held in the 
bo ard ro o m at So u th Central Scho o l, Dix o n 
called fo r “co ntinu ed nego tiatio ns” between 
the two sid es to reso lv e issu es no t fu lly co v ­ 
ered in the rep o rt. 
Ano ther co nd itio n o f the bo ard ’s accep t­ 
ance o f the rep o rt is that the DTA accep t 
bo ard p ro p o sals no t co v ered by the rep o rt. 
Dix o n wo u ld no t name sp ecific areas y et to be 
reso lv ed say ing bo th sid es are bo u nd by an 
agreement no t to d iscu ss co ntract talks u ntil 
a settlement is reached . 
Dix o n asked the co ntent o f the rep o rt be 
mad e p u blic “and bo th p arties be free to d is­ 
cu ss the rep o rt,” as a co nd itio n fo r its accep t­ 
ance by the bo ard . 
The bo ard p resid ent’s rem arks fo llo wed a 
4 » ^-ho u r meeting Tu esd ay d u ring which 
member? v o ted o n the co nd itio ns u nd er which 
they wo u ld accep t the fact-find er’s rep o rt, 
su bmitted by Dav id Do lnick, Chicago .

In ad d itio n to stealing, co n­ 
cealing, aband o ning o r kno w­ 
ingly d ep riv ing a merchant o f 
u se o f o r p ay ment fo r m erchan­ 
d ise, the new p ro v isio n makes it 
a criminal o ffense to switch 
p rice tags, transfer m erchan­ 
d ise fro m o ne co ntainer to an­ 
o ther, intentio nally u nd er-ring 
a p rice, o r remo v e sho p p ing 
carts fro m a sto re. 
The new' law also allo ws p ar­ 
ents o f mino rs to be su ed u p to 
$500 fo r d amages cau sed by 
their o ffsp ring.

Assu ming the DTA and bo ard reach early 
acco rd o n remaining items within the teacher 
co ntract, Dix o n said the fact-find er’s rep o rt 
can be mad e p u blic “within a few d ay s.” 
The fact-find ing p ro cess is the final step in 
the co llectiv e bargaining agreement between 
the two sid es. Co st o f the rep o rt to the DTA 
and to the bo ard is $420 each. 


As a sid elight to Tu esd ay ’s meeting, the 
bo ard d ecid ed fu tu re nego tiatio ns “wo u ld 
best be co nd u cted in a mo re o p en atm o s­ 
p here,” said Dix o n. 
“The p u blicatio n o f o riginal d emand s, the 
meeting agend as and minu tes and tentativ e 
agreements wo u ld seem ap p ro p riate,” he 
said . “It is the intentio n o f the bo ard to o p en 
fu tu re nego tiatio ns . . . and giv e the p u blic the 
o p p o rtu nity to o bserv e the o p eratio n o f the 
d istrict,” Dix o n said in a p rep ared statement. 
Und er the bo ard p ro p o sal, bargaining ses­ 
sio ns and wo rking p ap ers will remain secret.

A Way s and Means su bco m­ 
mittee chairman, Rep . Charles 
A. Vanik, D-Ohio , criticized 
Fo rd ’s p ro p o sals to red u ce co r­ 
p o rate tax es and released fig­ 
u res sho wing that 142 majo r 
co rp o ratio ns p aid less than half 
the stand ard co rp o rate tax rate 
o f 48 p er cent last y ear. Vanik 
said eight co mp anies p aid no 
tax es while 18 o thers p aid at a 
rate o f 10 p er cent o r less. 
F'o rd p ro p o sed enactment o f 
$28 billio n in p ermanent tax 
cu ts fo r 19 76 if Co ngress will 
agree to an id entical cu t in fed ­ 
eral sp end ing. He wo u ld re­ 
q u ire establishment o f a $3 9 5 
billio n sp end ing ceiling fo r the 
fiscal y ear beginning nex t Oct. 
1. 
Und er Fo rd ’s $28-billio n tax - 
cu t p lan, ind iv id u al tax p ay ers 
wo u ld receiv e abo u t $2.6 billio n 
mo re in tax red u ctio ns in 19 76 
than they d id in 19 75.

Fo rd ’s d emand fo r a sp end ing 
ceiling, Ullman asked , “If the 
Presid ent wants a $.3 9 5-billio n 
bu d get, why d o esn’t he su bmit 
a $3 9 5 billio n bu d get?” 
Treasu ry Secretary W’illiam 
E. Simo n, ap p earing befo re the 
Ho u se p anel to ex p lain the 
Fo rd p ro p o sal, was asked by 
Ullman, “Are y o u sitting there 
with a straight face and say ing 
that Co ngress can be ex p ected 
to p u t a ceiling o n a bu d get it 
hasn’t seen, witho u t kno wing 
what p rio rities wo u ld be set — 
to blind ly strike o u t with no in­ 
fo rm atio n o n the bu d get ... 
and p u t a tax cu t in p lace by 
Janu ary ?” 
Ullman called su ch a p ro p o s­ 
al “to tally p rep o stero u s,” ad d ­ 
ing. “I mu st say I am rather 
sho cked that the ad ministratio n 
wo u ld p ro p o se su ch a thing.” 
Simo n argu ed that Co ngress 
co u ld p led ge itself to meet the 
ceiling, leav ing d etails to be 
wo rked o u t later He stressed 
that Fo rd is read y to v eto any 
tax red u ctio n p lan no t acco m­ 
p anied by a sp end ing ceiling. 
Rep . Ro bert H. Michel, R-Ill., 
said Fo rd had to ld GOP lead ers 
that “if he has to v eto 1(K) bills 
to ho ld d o wn sp end ing, he’ll d o 
it.” 
Ullman’s criticism wo n the 
su p p o rt o f Sp eaker Carl Albert, 
D-Okla., who said imp o sing a 
sp end ing ceiling befo re seeing

Meanwhile, in a sp eech o n 
the Ho u se flo o r, Vanik said the 
142 co mp anies had an aggre­ 
gate inco me o f $46 billio n, bu t 
were able to red u ce their tax 
liabilities “thro u gh entirely le­ 
gal m eans.”

Finance Co mmittee faces d eman d in g b u d g et task

“We are all betwen a ro ck and a hard 
p lace,” was an o ft-rep eated statem ent 
mad e Frid ay as members o f the Finance 
Co mmittee o f the Lee Co u nty Bo ard 
so u ght to co nv ince o fficials o f the need to 
lo p o ff so me req u ested ex p end itu res to 
red u ce the imp end ing d eficit in the Gen­ 
eral Fu nd . 
After a d ay lo ng effo rt the co mmittee 
p ared $53 ,175 fro m the su bmitted bu d gets 
and learned the fu nd will receiv e an esti­ 
mated $50,000 mo re in tax es becau se o f a 
new state law which raises the tax -rate 
limit. 


Ho wev er, the anticip ated d eficit in the 
fu nd fo r nex t y ear still sto o d at $23 2,tk)0. 
No t co nsid ered y et by the co mmittee 
is a req u est fro m the emp lo y es fo r a 12 
p er cent raise which is estimated to co st 
mo re than $105,000, o r ad d itio nal p erso n­ 
nel req u ested by v ario u s o ffices. 
Hard est hit so far by bu d get cu ts has 
been the sheriff, who resisted the ad ju st­ 
ments mo re strenu o u sly than any o ther 
o fficial ap p earing befo re the co mmittee. 
The req u est o f Sheriff Rav Nehring 
o riginally was $43 1,000, bu t wa's red u ced 
befo re Frid ay to $3 9 0,86 0 and o n that d ay 
was d ro p p ed to $3 6 6 ,86 0. 
The ju d ges, w ho se bu d gets were d eep ­ 
ly cu t, were q u ite co o p erativ e with the 
co mmittee. Chief Ju d ge Jam es E. Bales 
went alo ng with d ed u cting $4,250 fro m 
the $7,45 0 req u ested , ex cep t salaries, and 
Circu it Ju d ge Tho mas Ho rnsby amicably 
agreed w’ith the co mmittee in d ro p p ing 
his sp end ing req u est by $5,725 o f the $13 ,- 
425 su bmitted . 
The bu d gets^ o f Co u nty Clerk Jo hn 


Sto u ffer and Circu it Clerk Haro ld Hu ff­ 
man, which are abo u t the same as fo r the 
p resent y ear, so far hav e escap ed any 
cu ts by the co mmittee. 
Co u nty Treasu rer Sharo n Tho mp so n 
read ily co ncu rred to red u ce her nex t 
y ear’s sp end ing by $1,000, leav ing her 
bu d get abo u t $1,3 00 higher than the p res­ 
ent o ne. 
Michael Heckman, co u nty su p erin­ 
tend ent o f scho o ls, has y et to be inter­ 
v iewed by the co mmittee. He has req u es­ 
ted fu nd s to hire a p art-time secretary 
and fo r o ffice eq u ip ment fo r her. 
The co mmittee rep o rted the fo rmer 
assistant su p erintend ent o f scho o ls d id 
so me ty p ing bu t the p resent assistant. 
Tho mas Co ffey , d o es no t ty p e. A bit o f p o ­ 
litical sentiment su rfaced fo llo wing this 
d isclo su re. Do nald F. Bu rke, District 3 , a 
Demo crat, su ggested the o ffice p ro bably 
need s ano ther emp lo y e to d o ty p ing, bu t 
Herbert Henning, District 3, chairman o f 
the Rep u blican Central Co mmittee, re­ 
to rted , “ Heckman knew Cbffev co u ld n’t

AJACCIO, Corsica— Napoleon 
Bonaparte was b orn h ere Au g. 15, 
176 9 , th is Corsican adv entu rer 
wh ose geniu s we admire b u t wh ose 
despotism we ab h or. 
It was sh ortly after th e cession of 
Corsica to France b y th e Genoese 
and y ou are su rprised to see th e opu ­ 
lence of th e b irth place h ou se—a 
large, fou r-story , stately residence. 
Ev en th e grown-u p Napoleon was 
ab su rdly sh ort. He h ad th e cold gray 
ey es of an eagle, th e h airdo of a 
spaniel; h is h air cu t close—“le petit 
tondu ,” th ey called h im—and h e in­ 
spired dev otion in few, terror in 
most, lov e in none. 
Said Bonaparte to Francoise-Re- 
ne de Ch ateau b riand: “I h av e made 
cou rtiers. I h av e nev er pretended to 
make friends.” 
At 28, Napoleon was General of 
th e Army of Italy . Soon h is th u nder 
rolled down th e sh ores of Eu rope. 
Ultimately h e took ch arge of Eu ­ 
rope’s destinies for 15 y ears. Bu t h e 
often b lu ndered—as in h is inv asion 
of Egy pt. 
One reason Napoleon inv aded 
Egy pt was to replace th e American 
colonies h e saw b eing lost. Bu t h ad 
Admiral Horatio Nelson cau gh t Na­ 
poleon du ring th eir Mediterranean 


game of b lind man s b u ff, General 
Bonaparte wou ld nev er h av e b een 
Firs Consu l, nev er Emperor, th ere 
wou ld b e no Arc de Triomph e in P ar­ 
is, no Trafalgar Squ are in London; 
neith er Moscow nor Wash ington 
wou ld h av e b een b u rned. 
Nelson su ffered th rou gh ou t h is 
life from seasickness. So did Napo­ 
leon. Bu t a y ear later (Au g. 1, 1789 ) 
Nelson, a b rilliant man of ligh tning 
th ou gh t, completely destroy ed Na­ 
poleon’s squ adron in Ab u Qir Bay off 
Alex andria. 


Napoleon, often dressed in Mos­ 
lem cloth es to h elp conqu er th e h at­ 
red of th e Moslem sh eiks, was in 
Egy pt only 14 month s. Th en, after 
Nelson’s Ab u Qir v ictory and wh en 
attrition ov ertook h is army in th e 
Sah ara 
sands, 
h e deserted h is 
troops—ex actly as in Ru ssia. 
Vanish ing like a pricked b alloon, 
Napoleon placed Gen. Jean-Baptiste 
Kleb er in command. Th en wh en 
Gen. Kleb er’s b ody accompanied th e 
French troops b ack to France, Na­ 
poleon ordered th e b ody detained at 
th e prison fortress on th e Isle of If, 
opposite Marseilles. It was left th ere 
u ntil Napoleon’s downfall. 
On Dec. 2, 
1804, Napoleon 
crowned h imself in Notre Dame with

th e confu sed title of “Emperor of th e 
French Repu b lic.” And wh en h e saw 
a v acant th rone, h e pu t a relativ e on 
it. Wh en h e saw a relativ e, h e made 
a th rone v acant. 
After Napoleon’s Ru ssian disas­ 
ter h e was continu ally ou tflanked b y 
th e ex panding coalition against h im. 
Finally cornered b y v astly inferior 
generals, Bonaparte was ex iled to 
Elb a. Howev er, h e reinv aded Eu ­ 
rope and precisely 111 day s later 
fou gh t th e Battle of Waterloo. 
Napoleon and Wellington were 
b oth 46 . A large b ronze lion atop a 
h u ge earth en py ramid growls mena­ 
cingly at neigh b oring France. Said 
v isiting Marsh al Petin: “Yes, th e 
snarling jaws toward France and 
th e proper end toward England.” 
Bu t Napoleon h ad already b een con­ 
su med in th e immense conflagration 
of h is u seless conqu ests. 
On Oct. 13 ,1815, Napoleon disem­ 
b arked in Saint Helena. He re­ 
mained th ere nearly six y ears; h e 
h ad needed less time to conqu er con­ 
tinental Eu rope. He h ad th e world.at 
h is feet and all h e got ou t of it was an 
island prison for h imself. 
Death came at Saint Helena at 
5 :4 9 p.m. May 5, 1821, alth ou gh it 
took nearly two month s for th e news 
to reach Eu rope. An eigh t-doctor 
postmortem confirmed th e cau se as 
a massiv e stomach cancer. His mind 
wandering, h is face marred b y a red 
nose th at sh one like Ch inese lacqu er, 
no lov ed one near, Napoleon m u r­ 
mu red “Head of th e arm y ” in h is 
last words. 
His b ody was dressed in h is fa­ 
v orite u niform, Ch asseu rs de la 
Garde, cov ered b y th e cloak h e wore 
at Marengo, Napoleon was b u ried in 
a spring-side spot b etween two 
weeping willows. Only “Here lies” 
was on th e stone. No name. 
It was 19 y ears b efore h is b ody 
was retu rned to France b y King 
Lou is Ph ilippe, wh o was soon ov er­ 
th rown. 
Had it really b een incapacity th at 
did in th is Corsican adv entu rer? You 
migh t as well say th at a person su c­ 
cu mb ing to ty ph u s died of incapac­ 
ity . Napoleon su ccu mb ed to h imself.

You may h av e—at one time or 
anoth er—b een so angered b y a 
gov ernment official or action th at 
y ou penned a letter to th e editor of 
y ou r newspaper. 
In 1798, U.S. Rep. Matth ew Ly ­ 
on, a former Green Mou ntain Boy 
from th e Rev olu tionary War, did 
ju st th at. He wrote a letter to an 
editor ch arging Federalist Presi­ 
dent Joh n Adams with “ridicu ­ 
lou s pomp, foolish adu lation, and 
selfish av arice.” For th at, Ly on 
was imprisoned and giv en a stiff 
fine. He h ad v iolated th e cu riou s 
Alien and Sedition Acts enacted 
arou nd th e tu rn of th e centu ry . 


Ly on was one of many men 
wh o su ffered along th e road to th e 
dev elopment of th e free press. 
Th ere was also Benjamin Harris, 
a Briton wh o was pilloried in front 
of h is printing sh op and later 
forced to leav e Great Britain for 
criticizing th e King. After h e a r­ 
riv ed in America, h e was again 
censu red for th e political criti­ 
cism h e pu b lish ed in th e first co­ 
lonial newspaper and was ev entu ­ 
ally redu ced to peddling qu ack 
medicines. And th ere was James 
Franklin wrh o h ad to write u nder 
th e name of h is y ou nger b roth er 
Benjamin, wh en h e was forb idden 
to write after criticizing gov ern­ 
ment and ch u rch officials. Many 
of th e fascinating people wh o 
h elped to lay th e fou ndations for 
today ’s free press are b eing pre­ 
sented to area stu dents in an edu ­ 
cational Bicentennial filmstrip 
prov ided b y th e Dix on Ev ening 
Telegraph for 11 sch ools. Th e 
filmstrip was mailed to sch ool re­ 
cently to allow teach ers to u se it 


du ring Newspaper Week, Oct. 5- 
11 . 
Th e filmstrip is part of ou r 
newspaper’s cu rrent ev ents pro­ 
gram for participating area 
sch ools. Th e program is designed 
to stimu late stu dent interest in 
th e news and increase newspaper 
reading. It h as sev eral parts. 
Each week, participating sch ools 
receiv e a filmstrip of news pic­ 
tu res wh ich th e teach er u ses to 
lead class discu ssion of news of 
th e preceding week. Each sch ool 
also receiv es a month ly “News 
In-Depth ” filmstrip dev oted to a 
single topic. Th is month ’s “News 
In-Depth ” filmstrip is entitled, 
“Press Freedom, Yesterday & 
Today .” 
“Press Freedom, Yesterday & 
Today ” traces th e dev elopment of 
th e free press from its cru dest b e­ 
ginnings in Great Britain. Wil­ 
liam Cax ton introdu ced th e print­ 
ing press in Great Britain in 1476, 
b u t 150 y ears elapsed b efore th e 
first newspapers were printed 
th ere. Th at’s b ecau se th e British 
kings feared th e press, th inking it 
cou ld only foster discontent and 
sedition. So, th ey made printing 
th e ex clu siv e righ t of th e Crown. 
Th e filmstrip rev eals h ow li­ 
censing and strict restrictions of 
th e press in Britain ev entu ally 
b roke down. It traces th e intro­ 
du ction and dev elopment of th e 
press in British America, wh ere 
th e press play ed an important 
role in fostering and maintaining 
a rev olu tionary spirit among col­ 
onists. It was th e clev er colonial 
editors wh o managed to h av e 
th eir accou nt of th e first b attle of 
Lex ington and Concord in London 


11 day s b efore th eir British cou n­ 
terparts. In fact, Gen. George 
Wash ington was so impressed 
with th e potential power of th e 
press, h e made a personal plea 
for colonists to sav e rags and pa­ 
per scraps to make paper for 
America’s newspapers. 
Stu dents are also giv en inter­ 
esting looks into some of th e im­ 
portant eras of American jou rnal­ 
ism: Th ey learn ab ou t th e penny 
press and some of th e men wh o 
were inv olv ed in th e first real 
newspapers for th e masses. Th ey 
look into th e u niqu e prob lems th at 
were created wh en reporters and 
editors first reported war—th e 
Civ il War—with th e u se of tele­ 
graph s. Stu dents look at William 
Randolph Hearst and Joseph Pu ­ 
litzer and h ow th ey made u se of 
th e “new jou rnalism”—illu stra­ 
tions, regu lar news staffs, sports 
reporting, and oth er adv ance­ 
ments, as well as sensational­ 
ism—to sky rocket th eir circu la­ 
tions. Th ey see h ow th ese men 
h elped to b ring ab ou t th e Spanish - 
American War at th e same time 
th ey were promoting needed so­ 
cial reform in th e U.S. Stu dents 
also meet Edward Wy llis Scripps, 
one of jou rnalism’s great cru sad­ 
ers, wh o promoted social reform 
u nder th e motto: “Wh atev er is, is 
wrong.” 
Today ’s free press is th e resu lt 
of many social, political and per­ 
sonal stru ggles. Th e filmstrip 
prov ided b y Th e Telegraph pro­ 
v ides stu dents a ch ance to learn 
ab ou t th ose stru ggles th at h av e 
giv en th is newspaper th e priv i­ 
lege and righ t to pu b lish each day 
with ou t restriction or fear.

Not opposed to 
jogging; just 
doing it wrong

DEAR DR. LAMB — I was 
surprised to read y o u do no t 
reco m m end 
running 
as 
a 
suitable phy sical fitness ex er­ 
cise. I just read a recent bo o k 
and the do cto r who wro te it 
thinks running is the best way 
fo r peo ple to co nditio n them­ 
selv es. He nearly po o hpo o hs 
any thing slo wer than a mile 
and a half in 
12 minutes, 
pro v ided this is wo rked up to 
slo wly and the indiv idual is in 
go o d shape medically . Yo ur ad­ 
v ice is to walk o r at mo st jo g 
slo wly , and it seem s to me that 
this fly s in the face o f this bo o k. 
I’m 33 y ears o ld, and, like 
mo st peo ple. I’m to o fat, to o 
lazy , smo ke to o much. Ho w­ 
ev er, I’v e fo llo wed the pro gram 
in this bo o k with pretty go o d 
success ex cept fo r tho se o c­ 
casio ns 
(w hich hav e been 
many ) when I hav e tried to do 
to o much o r the weather sud­ 
denly turned ho t and humid, 
after which I’d feel tired fo r 
three o r fo ur day s fro m o nly 
o ne running sessio n 
I’d like to kno w if y o u think 
the pro gram in this bo o k is 
dangero us. 
DEAR READER - Yo u hav e 
go tten the wro ng impressio n if 
y o u think I am o ppo sed to run­ 
ning and jo gging. I am o nly o p­ 
po sed to do ing it the wro ng way . 
My co lumn must deal with the 
entire spectrum o f the public, 
and 1 nev er kno w what any o ne 
indiv idual’s health status is. I 
am no t abo ut to reco mmend an 
e x cessiv e ex ercise pro gram 
witho ut suitable co ntro ls. 
The bo o k y o u mentio n did just 
that in an earlier editio n and 
sev eral deaths resulted fro m 
peo ple ex ercising the wro ng 
way . And so me o f them were in 
relativ ely y o ung men. If the 
autho r had been ex perienced in 
heart disease he might hav e 
written his first editio n dif­ 
ferently . 
What do I mean by jo gging o r 
running safely ? First, no o ne 


sho uld go o ut and see ho w far 
they can go in 12 minutes to test 
his lev el o f fitness. I believ e this 
mistake was remo v ed in the 
mo st recent editio n. A lo t o f 
sedentary 
o ffice 
ty pes 
who 
hav e no t run a blo ck in y ears 
and are o v erweight can get into 
serio us tro uble with such a 
pro cedure. 
Seco nd, 
start a w alking 
pro gram FIRST and gradually 
build up to the jo gging lev el. 
Third, if y o u are qualified to 
begin a jo gging pro gram nev er 
push the clo ck. Speed is no t 
nearly as impo rtant as dev elo p­ 
ing endurance. Recent studies 
fro m 
the 
U.S. 
Air 
Fo rce 
Academy published in the Jo ur­ 
nal o f the American Medical 
Assn. pro v e that a perso n uses 
abo ut the same amo unt o f 
calo ries in slo wly jo gging a 
giv en distance as in rapidly 
jo gging. It is the distance that 
co unts. 
I do n’t believ e jo gging will 
serio usly injure any o ne who 
fo llo ws sensible rules. So me 
peo ple do dro p dead ex ercising 
and o ther peo ple die in bed 
fro m heart attacks, unrelated 
to ex ercise. 
Yo u can get as much benefit 
fo r y o ur heart and circulatio n 
by jo gging a lo nger distance 
slo wer and no t pushing y o urself 
to peak ex ertio n. 
Maratho n 
running is intended to train y o u 
to run a lo ng distance, no t to 
win a 100-y ard dash. A go o d 
rule is nev er jo g so fast that y o u 
can’t still talk while y o u are do ­ 
ing it. That way y o u wo n’t 
o v erlo ad the heart suddenly 
witho ut kno wing it and get into 
serio us 
tro uble 
during 
o r 
perhaj» minutes o r ho urs after 
the jo g is o v er.

N ew electrical billing

Electric co mpa nies try ing to 
enco ura g e co nserv a tio n 
a nd 
ea se the brunt o f ra te increa ses 
a re ex perimenting with new 
wa y s o f co mputing custo mers’ 
bills. They a re cha rg ing mo re 
fo r po wer in pea k dema nd peri­ 
o ds a nd a re o ffering minimum 
serv ice a t a minimum price fo r 
lo w-inco me co nsumers. 
An Asso cia ted Press spo t 
check a lso sho wed so me o ffi­ 
cia ls a re urg ing a n “ energ y 
sta mp” pro g ra m fo r the po o r, 
simila r to the federa l fo o d 
sta mp pro ject. Others a dv o ca te 
cha ng ing the tra ditio na l “ the 
mo re y o u use, the less y o u 
pa y ” ra te schedules. 
The Edison Electric Institute, 
a trade group, said residential 
customers paid an average of 
16.4 per cent more for elec-

tricity in 1974 than they did in 
1973. At the same time, the av­ 
erage amount of electricity 
used by residential customers 
dropped about 2 per cent. 
The A P survey found that the 
most popular type of program 
to cut costs is peak-demand 
pricing, in use in about a dozen 
states. 
The Florida Public Service 
Commission recently approved 
a one-year test plan for Florida 
Power Corp. whereby 200 resi­ 
dential customers who volun­ 
teer for the program will be 
charged 1.7 cents per kilowatt 
hour for electricity consumed 
during nonpeak hours and 7.9 
cents per kilowatt hour the rest 
of the time. The present resi­ 
dential rate is about 4 cents per 
kilowatt hour. 
Peak hours under the plan 
are 1 to 9 p.m. from April to 
October and 7 to 11 a.m. and 5 
to 9 p.m. the rest of the year. 
Company officials estimate that 
customers who take advantage 
of the new system, doing heavy 
electric-consuming chores like 
laundry in off hours, can cut 
bills by about one-third.

$500,000 peak-demand program 
that began in June with the in­ 
stallation of special meters in 
1,000homes in northern Illinois. 
Commission staff members 
are collecting information on 
normal electricity usage and. 
when the new billing system 
begins next summer, will check 
consumption figures to see if 
there is any saving. 
The California Public Utilities 
Commission, in approving a 
rate increase requested by P a ­ 
cific Gas & Electric Co., also 
okayed a changed system of 
billing. Residential customers 
who use a minimum amount of 
electricity will get a cut in 
their bills and average users 
will pay only a small increase, 
leaving large industrial users to 
bear the brunt of the rate hike. 
The New York State Public 
Service Commission is consid­ 
ering a proposal for a “ lifeline” 
billing system giving low-in­ 
come families 
a 
below-cost 
rate. The program would be 
subsidized by increasing other 
residential rates. 
The Michigan Public Service 
Commission is looking at an 
energy voucher program 
to 
subsidize part or all utility rate 
increases since 1973 for low-in- 
come customers.

AMBOY— The members of 
the city council adopted a bond 
ordinance and heard a detailed 
report on the plans for the im­ 
provement of the city sewage 
treatment facility at the regu­ 
lar session held in the city hall 
Tuesday night.

(Con tin u ed from p age on e) 
crease. It’s more law enforcement than 
we can pay for.” 
During discussions Friday with Nehr- 
ing, he informed committee members 
state law' now permits a separate levy for 
the sheriff’s department, if approved by 
a voter referendum. 
Committee members ex pressed belief 
a referendum would not pass but Nehring 
contended people are concerned enough 
about law enforcement they would vote 
the ex tra tax es to support his depart­ 
ment. 
Members Burke, Green and Henning 
invited the sheriff to ask the County 
Board to approve holding a referendum. 
The sheriff announced he would do just 
that. 
Nehring bitterly complained the com­ 
mittee was making deeper cuts in his 
budget than for other departments. “I 
have worked hard to build up this depart- ' 
ment and I am proud of the protection we 
are giving the people of this county and I 
won’t reduce this protection,” challenged 
the sheriff. 
The sheriff argued the committee 
should not make cuts in his budget also 
for the reason his department brings a 
great deal of money into the fund through 
lines which result from arrests made by 
his deputies. He also pointed out con­ 
tracts with Ashton and Amboy bring in 
$33,000 per y ear. 


At this point Dean Hamilton, certified 
public accountant, did some figuring and 
declared the county is losing money on 
the contracts with the two villages. 
Green suggested the sheriff’s spend­ 
ing request was for the protection of only 
about half of the population of the county . 
But Nehring shot back, “I have jurisdic­ 
tion in any part of the county and lots of 
people in Dix on call me because they do 
not want to call the city police.” 
Burke persisted, calling attention to 
the fact city tax pay es support the city po­ 
lice department and also pay tax es to 
fund the sheriff’s department. 
This brought an outcry from the sher­ 
iff, “Let me tell y ou, we are all that 
stands between the people and the ani­ 
mals out there, and people need all the 
protection they can get and I’m not going 
to tell them they are going to get less pro­ 
tection from us. You tell them.” 
Green opined “The only person con­ 
cerned with adequate police protection is 
one who was robbed and y our protection 
didn’t help him. The other people are not 
really concerned. I, for one, do not want 
too much police protection.” 
Recently Nehring arrested some drug 
offenders and confiscated the auto vans 
which the violators were using. 
The sheriff told the committee he 
wanted to convert one of the vans into a 
crime lab for his department. 
Earlier the nursing home adm inistra­ 


tor had advised the committee of the 
need for a station wagon. Committee 
members asked Roiland if he could use 
an auto van in place of a station wagon 
and he said that would be satisfactory . 


When the committee informed Nehr­ 
ing they had considered giving a confis­ 
cated van to the nursing home, the sheriff 
reacted vociferously . “I have filed pa­ 
pers to confiscate those vans stating they 
are to be used for law enforcement. I 
want to keep one and to sell the other. 
“We looked for a van for a long time 
and now that we have one I am not in fa­ 
vor of giving it up.” 


“Can y ou use the van if we don’t give 
y ou funds to equip it?” queried Burke. 
Green said he disapproved of the phi­ 
losophy of equipping the department 
through the back door by confiscating in­ 
dividuals’ property . 
The sheriff asserted, “I think it’s all 
right. I can tell y ou it really helps in 
fighting the drug traffic.” 
At the conclusion of the interchange 
between the committee and the sheriff, 
members warned him there might be 
more cuts coming Friday when the group 
meets again. 
A committee member since Friday 
has told this reporter he believes Nehring 
is mounting a campaign with other board 
members to override the committee’s 
decisions about his budget.

Practice EDITH and avert a tragedy \ 


(E d ito r’s Note: The following story is fic­ 
tional. But it and scenes like it are repeated 
ail too frequently. It is written to call atten­ 
tion that this is F ire Prevention W eek.) 
By C O N N I D ETTM A N 
Little Bobby was 3 years old when a fire 
swept through the fam ily home. The blaze 
started in the living room where a smoldering 
cigarette had fallen from an ash tray onto the 
floor where old newspapers were stacked. 
The fire started out sm all but it grew until 
Bobby’s parents noticed smoke coming from 
under the living room door. Bobby’s parents 
and his twin sisters all got out of the house but 
m inutes later they realized Bobby was still in 
his room. 
Bobby would have been 1 0 years old today 
if his parents would have taught their chil­ 
dren about E D ITH (exit drills in the home). 
Little Bobby decided he wanted his teddy 
bear and looked everyw here in his room to 
find it. He toddled to the stairw ay, coughed a 
little and went back to his smoke filled bed­ 
room where he looked for his teddy bear 
again. B y the tim e little Bobby found his ted­ 
dy bear, the fire had spread up the stairw ay 
and he could not get down. 
Little Bo b b y ’s cries co u ld n o t b e h eard 
o v er th e so u n d o f th e fire eq u ip men t. Ou tsid e 
h is h o me h is mo th er h ad ju st d isco v ered h er 
little Bo b b y was missin g an d fran tically 


searched the yard. When she realized where 
he was, she ran to the house but a fire fighter 
held her back. 
Other fire fighters im m ediately set up a 
ladder at Bobby’s bedroom window, entered 
the house and tried to find the little hoy. Little 
Bobby was found clutching his teddy bear in 
the hallw'ay. He was quickly carried out the 
window and down the ladder while em ergen­ 
cy m edical assistance was given. Death was 
attributed to bums and smoke inhalation. 
Little Bobby could be celebrating today, if, 
his 
parents 
and 
fam ily 
had 
practiced 
E D ITH (exit drills in the home). 
“ W hy should we p ractice? W e won’t have 
a fire at our house,” Bobby’s parents had 
said. His parents realized too late that fires 
don’t alw ays happen to the other person. 
Planning and practice might have saved Bob­ 
by’s life. Operation E D ITH is held during 
F ire Prevention W eek, Oct. 5-11 and is being 
sponsored by local industries and the Dixon 
F ire Departm ent. E D ITH has been sponsored 
by the Dixon F ire Departm ent in the past four 
years and has won approval of the Jaycees. 
Each year the E D IT H d rills are held on the 
anniversary date of the great Chicago F ire , 
Oct. 9. Dixon, Sterling, Rock Falls, Rochelle 
and Fran klin G rove have all made plans to 
emphasize E D ITH and are asking people to 
set aside tim e to plan and prepare a d rill for 


the practice run at 5;55 p.m. Thursday. More 
than just the tim e it takes to practice the drill 
must be taken by each fam ily to ensure prop­ 
er speed and safety for the drills. E D ITH 
takes planning. Two exits should be mapped 
from each room especially the bedroom. 
Eight of ten fires take place at night when 
people are asleep. The exits, once planned, 
should be discussed with every member of the 
fam ily. Other precautions in case of fire 
should also be discussed. Parents should ex­ 
plain to their children the im portance of keep­ 
ing their bedroom doors closed at night to 
give them extra tim e to escape if the fire 
breaks out in the bedroom hallw ay. Children 
should be taught to feel the door for heat and 
if the door is hot, they should not open it be­ 
cause the fire could be right outside the door. 
If doors and windows are left open, a draft 
could ventilate the fire and pull it through the 
room. Instead of the door, children should exit 
through the window. 
Ladders, m etal or wooden, should be left 
where they can easily be gotten to rescue per­ 
sons from the second story windows. Children 
should be taught how to raise and lower the 
ladders and how to safely evacuate persons 
from the second story. Neighbors should also 
be told the location of ladders in case the fam ­ 
ily can ’t get out of their home. 
F o r Bobby’s fam ily, a prearranged meet­ 


ing place where the children should have 
stayed together should have been established. 
Once outside, mom or dad should count noses 
to make sure everyone got out Older brothers 
and sisters should be put in charge of w atch­ 
ing the little ones. 


Stop; think of all the people in Dixon. Then 
im agine if something happened to kill each 
city resident. This would be the number of 
people killed each year by fires, most of 
which might have been saved with a little 
planning for safe fire exit routes. These lives 
could have been saved if people had given a 
little tim e to fire prevention and programs 
such as Operation E D ITH 


Preparation plays an im portant part in 
EID ITH . Fam ily members should sit down to­ 
gether and plan exit routes for every room in 
the house. Parents should teach their children 
how to report a fire and what to do if they are 
home alone and fire breaks out. 


Operation E D ITH saves lives. Little Bob­ 
by could be celebrating his birthday today if 
his parents had paid attention to E D ITH and 
other children just like Bobby might also be 
alive today if parents knew about E D ITH . 


If the life of only one child is saved, tim e, 
planning and practice of exit dri^s in the 
home were not wasted.
